two months ago, the first time since before the war, 
I have visited your country and was astonished not to find 
any anti-jewish feelings, which I thought would have been 
created by the unfortunate outbreaks of violence in my newest 
"homeland", Tiis strengthens my conviction that your country 
still is the only major nation, except perhaps, Russia, where 
people of my faith and race are considered as eguals in 
every respect, not only in front of the law, but also by 
the vast majority of its population, 


The last few years I have contributed to several 
jewish institutions and gencies, having been under the 
impression that my money would be used exclusively to help 
unfortunates re-acquire ways and means to become self 
supporting. 


At this time, I do not think that the entirety of 
my contributions have been employed in such a way, but that 
a substantial portion is used, directly or indirectly, to 
further manifestations directed against Great Britain. 


For this reason I have decided to nlace this years 
contribution into your hands and would like to express the 
desire that it be used to bring nelp and relief to British 
servicemen or their dependents, injured or killed while 
fulfilling their duty in Palestine, 


should you wish to publicize this letter or its 
content, I would appreciate your withholding my identity.
